ROAD INJUNCTION CASE, 


Fle Decides That the Railroads Have the Right to 
Run Through the City and Make Connectioos 
Noiwitbs'anding the ExclusivePrivil-ge 
Held By thej Street Railroad. 


Avousta, Ga., November 20.—[Special. ]—Jadge 
H.C. Roney to-day decided the injunction case of 
the Port Royal and the Augusta and Knoxville 
road versus the city council of Augusta, and con 
firmed the injunction praying that the city be re- 
strained from interfering with their proposed con 
nection through the streets of Augusta. Judge 
Roney decided that the right of eminent domain 
is vested in the legislature, and applies to the 
streets of acity as well as other parts of the state 
that the charters of the roads are affirmative and 
were granted since the passage of the legislative 
act under which the city claims the exclusive right 
to control the streets. The decision allows roads 
to proceed with the proposed connection, subject 
to municipal regulation, and after first paying 
com pensation for private property taken or dam- 
aged, but preserves the statu quo of the ease until 
the city shall have time to except to the decision. 
This will be done and the case carried to the su 
preme court, 

The Augusta street railway is connected with 
the city in the case, and the decision has given 
this corporation a black eye in its claims to the 
exclusive privileges of the streets under the graut 
of the city council. Judge Roney, in his decisiou, 
said that the purpose of the legislature in confer- 
ring power in the railway to give the track and 
form a continuous line, is in the interest of com-

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EDITOR HALSTEAD'S EXPLANATION, 

Several days ago we devoted several inches 
of spacein these columns toa few inquiries 
addressed to Editor Murat Halstead, of the 
Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, touching 
some remarkabk assertions in his recent po- 
litical writings relative to the attitude and 
intentions of the southern people. These 
inquiries were included under the head of 
“An tkxplanation Wanted,’ and Editor 
lialstead does us the honor to reprint them 
in his paper, embellishing them with some 
comments of his own, which he prints over 
| his initials. 
| Itwill be remembered that Editor Hal- 
stead had remarked in hisnewspaper that ‘‘the 
only possible removal of sectionalism is for the 
old south to abandon its!pretensions, and the 
election of a democratic president will pro- 
long them: Tur Constitution called his at- 
tention to this statement, and asked him to ex- 
plain what he meant by the ‘‘pretensions’’ of 
the southern people. To this request we alded 
such comment assumed to be pertinent and 
timely, reminding Editor Halstead, finally, 
that it was a very foolish thing for the loyal 
merchants and business men of Cincinnati to 
display an apparently heartfelt desire to trade, 
and barter, and dicker with murderers, assas- 
sins, ballot-box stuffers, bulldozers and rebels. 
[tere is Editor Halstead’s reply: 
to the sale of goods to the fpeople of the 
south, we are in fovor of it, but have no. princi- 
pics touching public policy to sell along with 
them. There has not been a sneaking copperhead 
in Cincinnati in thirty years who has not been 
whining about the necessity of being submis- 
sive to southern politicians in order to trade with 
southern merchants. These are the descendant: 
of those who in a former generation mobbed abo 
lition newspapers, It is not necessary to say more 
than that they are alike despicable and disre 
garded. 

Touching the alleged pretensions of the south, 
etc., the doctrine we preach is that of the equality 
ofsovercign citizens. We do not think the vote of 
a southern man should count for more than that 
ofa northern man. We believe in sticking to th:

aiter it was restored to the usion by force of 
arms—the doctrine of impartial suffrage and uni-

The success of southern sectionalism through the 
democratic party can be but temporary. Take the 

| country as it is, and one democratic admini:tra- 
tion will disintegrate the motley and scandalous, 
ridiculous and shameless combination that pre- 
vailed by an insignificant plurality for Cleveland. 

The growth of the country will wipe out “the 
pretension” of the solid south .to equality with 
all the rest of the country, and the inherited 
instinct to boss the whole nation that isin 
that region. We recognize the equality of the 
States and believe in the equality of citizens, but 
notin the equality of one section with another, or 
the propriety of the minority asstming to be the 
supreme fountain of constitufiohal wisdom and 
authority. : 

The new growth ofthe country that will sup- 
press the septionalism of the old slave states will 
be in the Morthwest. Soon the Dakotas, and Mon- 
tana, and Idaho, and Washington will be states 
like lowa, Nebraska and Kansas, and with the Pa- 
cific slope will reduce the solid south to the cor- 
ner of thecountry. The flank of the south is al- 
ready turned on the Pacific. Eventually, under 
the kindly influences o: republican administra- 
tion, the solidity of the obstinate siave section 
will crumble; aud the peculixr provineialismof the 
south will melt away and be united with a nation- 
ality of breadth and nobility, comprehensive and 
generous enough for all and that will make for the 
peace and prosperity. of the whole people, and 
spread to theends of the earth and through the 
ages to Come’ Our Common glory and renown.

it will be observed by those of our readers 
who are not liable to fall victims to eloquence 
that, while Editor Halstead’s peroration is 
. peculiarly touching, he makes no definite an- 


+ swer the inquiry of Tu Coxstirction rel- 


ative to the “pretensions” of the southern 
people. He beholds grand visions and hears 
beautiful reports concerning the results of 
republicam rule, but he fails to tell us what 
the ‘‘pretensions’’ of the southern people are 
that he finds so dangerous and deadly. In- 
deed, he gives acurious twist to our gentle 
suggestion as to. the plain duty of the loyal 
merchants and business men of Cincinnati. 
He says he is in favor of selling goods to the 
people of the south, but has “‘no principles 
touching public, policy to sell along with 
them.’ If Editor Halstead will pardon us, 
his principles touching public policy have 
nothing whatever to do with the matter. 
For months and months, with the approval 
of the merchants and business men of Cin- 
cinnati, he has been denouncing the people 
of the south as murderers, assassins, rebels 
and traitors. If our people are such deeply- 
dyed criminals as he says they are, is it right, 
is it moral, is it decent, for the merchants 
and business men of Cincinnati to barter and 
trade and dicker with them as they seem to 
desire to do” It is a pretty limber cede of 
morality, we should judge, that can be made 
to cover such transactions—that can be 
twisted to hide sucha direct connivance with 
the worldly welfare and prosperity of the 
murderers, assassins, rebels and traitors. 

We said nothing about submission to | 
southern politicians. We have never heard 
that it is necessary for a (incinnati merchant 
to be a republican in order to sell goods in 
the south? But the business of murder and 
assassination is not politics, even though it is 
prosecuted in the interest of politics, as Kditor 
Halstead declares itis; and the question re- 
curs: how can respectable or honest mer- 
cbants and business men of Cincinnati recon- 
cile it to their consciences to hold business 
relations with the murderers and assassins of 
the south. This is a question we are inter- 
ested in getting a reply to, and we sincerely 
trust that Editor Halstead will furnish us one 
forthwith. We print elsewhere, from the 
Cincinnati Enquirer, an editorial on this 
subject, and as thearticle in its original shape 
was given the emphasis of double leads, we 
take it for granted that the matter has at- 
tracted some attention in Editor Halstead’s 
own vicinity. The fact eratifies us, Let the 
different bearings of the question be discussed 
and settled by the people of Cincinnati them 
selyes. As representatives, in some sort, of 
the southern murderers and assassins, we 
shall be satisfied with the result. We have 
been told by Editor Halstead precisely where 
we stand, and now we are interested in know- 
ing where the people of Cincinnati stand. 
We desire to know whether they propose to 
continue their bartering and dickering with 
southern murderers and assassins. 

Touching the alleged ‘‘pretensions’ of the 
south, Editor Halstead has little to say, and 
that little is very vague.

Mr. Blaine’s late speech indicates that he 
is anxious to be abused back into the coniti- 
dence of the north. He has been repudiated 
by the people of New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Indiana. He bas lost 
of theold republican majority in Vermont, 
“0,000 in Massachusetts, 25,000 in Michigan, 
10,000 in Ohio and in Illinois. He 
bas been beaten by a revolt of the best ele- 
ments of bis own party against his disrepu- 
table methods. 

He is, of course, enraged. He 
the maddest man in the country, perhaps, 
except Murat Halstead, the fat-headed and 
eldersy dude who edits the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Gazette. Being very mad, he talks 
very ugly. 

The south bas nothing to gain by abusing 
Mr. Blaine. It need not even record a denial 
of his slanderous charges. The south is at 
last in responsible position, where it can be 
judged by its actual performance. For 
twenty-four years it has been misjudged and 
maligned. It has been held to answer, while 
perfectly impotent, for what its slanderers 
charged it would do if it had the power. At 
last it has the power. It will stand now on 
pertormance, and not on hypothesis. Its 
words will be as the idle wind. Its deeds will 
be studied closely and critically. 

The answer that the south has to make to 
Mr. Blaine will be slow. -It will develop day 
after day and year after year. It will speak 
in the self-restraint, the prudence, the con- 
servatism, the moderation and the decorum 
that even the bitterest enemiesof the south 
must credit her with as the resolute purpose 
of her people does iis perfect work. It 
chances that the white people of the 
south, by allying themselves with the 
powerful minority ef the north, have 
been enabled to name the president, and to 
have some part and parcel in the administra- 
tion of our common government. They will 
not deserve the success that has come to them 
if, before the coming four years have gone, 
they bave not made Mr. Blaine — heartily 
ashamed of what he has permitted his passion 
to say and put to confusion every man who 
applauded his slanderous assertions—except- 
ing, always, the fat-headed and infuriated 
editor of the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 
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THE BERLIN CONFERENCE, 

The conference of commercial nations that 
Bismarck has assembled at Berlin is dealing 
with a question of deep importance to the 
world of trade, and of yital importance to 
the yast regions of Central Africa. Hereto- 
fore ii: has been the custom of nations to 
seize a lime of coast, and then to make a 
trading post the basis of immense claims to 
territory inland. The English, Spanish, 
French and Portuguese have all set up claims 
in this way, none of them having more to 
support them than actsof discovery or trea- 
ties with half-naked African kings, The 
conference proposes not only to open the 


great rivers of Africa to the world, but to 


settle how sovereignity over the vast regions 
of Africa shall be determined. 

In these days of territorial greed no land is 
valueless, and the fact that the interior of 
Africa remains unexplored does not lessen 
its importance in European eyes. They 
know it is of yast extent, is thickly peopled, 
and may become the source of an immense 
trade. The Congois said to discharge more 
water than any river in the world, the Ama- 
zon alone excepted. It drains a basin of vast 
extent. Portuguese navigators discovered 
the mouth of the Congo before Christopher 
Columbus discovered America, and Portugal 
bas ever since claimed the country about the 
mouth of the river, and therefore of the 
whole Congo country that Henry M. Stanley 
and De Brazza explored and opened to the 
world. A treaty has been signed, but not 
ratified, between England and Portugal, re- 
cognizing the jurisdiction of the Portuguese 
almost as tar as the Congo is navigable from 
the sea, and stipulating that no customs du- 
ties are to be levied on the river except as 
agreed upon by the two governments. The 
treaty opens the river to the commerce of the 
world: but the other nations object to a con- 
trolof the great waterway by England and 
Portugal. England has long claimed juris- 
diction ‘over the regions of the lower Niger. 
The claim is of very ancient date, and it is 
difficult to see how, as affairsof this kind 
bave been conducted, her territorial claims 
to the mouth of the Niger, or the territorial 
claims of Portugal to the mouth of the 
Congo, can be set aside, 

It is probable, however, that an agreement 
will be reached by which the entire freedom 
of the great rivers of Central Africa will be 
euaranteed to all the world. Portugal is a 
high-tariff country, and an introduction of 
her tariff system to the Congo would prac- 
tically close the river tocommerce. This 
will not be permitted, nor will the Berlin 
conference let any nation control the Congo, 
or possibly the Niger. Something similar to 
the commission that has charge of the Lower 
Danube may be resorted to. At any rate the 
Congo is to become a free river. 

The question of annexations in the unex- 
plored. regions of the African continent is 
one not so readily settled I rance claims the 
territory that De Brazza has travelled over, 
and the international association represented 
by the kingof Belgium and Henry M. Stan- 
,ey hasset up territorial rights that have 
actual occupation and a good deal of justice 
behind them. Whether these claims are to 

‘be passed upon, or whether the conference 
will deal with future annexations alone, does 
not appear to be settled. The conference is 
still in session, and its action will be watched 
with interest by all who have faith in the de- 
velopment of the dark continent.

The Slanderer Abroad. 

The following dispatch appeared in the associa- 
ted press papers of the 18th: 

THE SITUATION IN THE SOUTH. 

ATLANTA, Ga., November 17.—Ever since the 
conciusion of the presidential election some papers 
ata distance have been furnished with specials 
calculated to show that the negroes of the south 
were on the verge of incendiarism and riot. If 
a fire took place some correspondents readily 
manufactured rumors of negro complicity. If the 
colored people hold an ordinary meeting for 
church or social purposes, it is represented 
asa plot fora riot. ‘Ifa building burns up, some 
bogus inmate is burned up likewise. The truth 
isall this is uniust to both whites and blacks. 
There is considerable uneasiness among the color- 
ed people regarding their future under democrat- 
ic rule, but the white people and such journals as 
THE CONSTITUTION are vuremitting in their efforts 
to reassure them. Such troubles.as may take place 
are in the ordinary course of events, and have no 
special relation to the race feeling in politics. The 
south is perfectly quiet and orderly, with the races 
in pertect harmony, and in no state is this more 
true than in Georgia. 

This dispatch hardly does justice to the subject 
of which it treats. 

A few days ago inquiries were received at this 
office by wire from the north, asking for particu, 
lars of ‘‘a terrible riot between tue races at Dublin, 
Ga.’*. THe CONSTITUTION had heard of no such 
riot. An investigation proved that there had been 
no riot and no rumor of a riot in Georgia.

Not 
a single paper in Georgia had one line concera 
ing the rumored riot the morning after the 
dispatch was sent No :umor of it had been heard 
in Atlanta, the point from which the dispateh 
purports to have been sent. 

. The dispatch meant to carry a false report all 
the way through, It puts Dublin as a town of 
3,000 inhabitants when it has less than three hun 
dred, 

We cannot too strongly characterize 
on slandering of our people by a man who lives 
amongthem. In the present excited state ol 
public mind, the sending of that utterly false dis- 
patch— for which there was not the slightest foun 
dation in rumor orin fact, has worked incalcula- 
ble injury to the sonth. 

The editors of the papers to whom that dispatch 
was sent know the sender of it. It is their 
duty, to the country at large, no less 
that to the south, to promptly discharge him and 
close their columns to him. An exaggeration 
ofanevent that actually occurs may be the result 
of excitement or misinformation. But to 
down quietly in an oflice, and deliberately make 
up such a dispatch without the shadow ofa basis, 
is inexcusable. 


Atlanta, 
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The Denial Complimented. 

In acknowledging the dispatch from its Atlauta 
agent, denouncing the utter falsity of the alleged 
rumor of a riot at Dublin, and detailing the true 
state of affairs in the south, the general manager 
of the associated press, Mr. William Henry Smith, 
writes: 

New York,November 18.—Colonel W. A. H mp- 
hill—My dear sir: Let me say, in respect to the 
enclosed dispatch.that it is so full of information, 
and made up with such judicial impartiality, 
that it will nave an universally good eflect wher- 
ever it is published. 

Such news work as this confirms my impression 
upon reading the moderate and sensible state- 
nents made in mostof the southern newspapers 
respecting the associated press work in the recent 
election, namely, thatalarge proportion oi the 
cool, level headed journalists of the country had 
gone to the sunny south, leaving too few here. 


THE NEGROESIN THE SOUTH. 


Misrepresentations Concerning Them Cor- 
rected. 
The New York Sun of November 19 prints the 
following admirable statements of the situation 
in the south, from its Georgia correspondent: 


ATLANTA, November 18.—The rumors sent out 
by unscrupulous correspondents concerning race 
troubles in the south are utterly and absolutely 
false. FolHowing the announcement of Mr, Cleve- 
land’s election to the presidency, there was a feel- 
ing on the part of the colored people that it might 
forebode disaster.. This was aided to some extent 
by the joculari y of some young men, who would 
laughingiy say to colored men that they were now 
worth $1,000 apiece. The young mei 
i dream how sensitive col- 
were on that point. 
However, the beginning of alarm was promptly 
stifed by the leading newspapers of the south 
and by such men as Senators Brown and Colquitt, 
Georgia; Hampton and Butler, of South 
Carolina, and Morgan and Pugh, of Alabama. All 
of these gentlemen, both in public and in private, 
have assured the colored people of their safety in 
the enjoyment of their rights. 

The country papers of Georgia, without a single 
exception, have editorials addressed to the colored 
ction in which they are kindly urged to pay no 
attention to idle ramors, but to rest secure in their 
corstitutional rights. As for the cateres poops 
themselves, their conduct is admirable Vhen, 
during the war, they were left at home with the 
wives and children of confederate soldiers at their 
mercy, they acted with absolute trustworthiness. 
When, at tne close of the war. they were set adrift 
and were instigated to deeds of devilishness by in 
cendiary white men who came among them from 
from the north, it stands to their credit that they 
cave but little heed to the unscrupulous carpet- 
Laggers. Now, when about to witness the trasfer 
of the government from the party to which they 
ascribe their freedom tothe party controlled by 
theig former masters, they are admirably cool aud 
do their duty well. 

The report of ariot at Dnublinin this state was 
ubtrue. The reports that at several fires the ne- 
groes have neglected to render proper assistance 
are likewise false. The white and black peopie, 
who have solved worse problems than the present, 
will pass through the existing crisis in perfect har- 
mony. The intelligent negroes are not at all 
t'oubled, and the whites are determined that the 
pegro shall not only be secure in his constitution- 
#1 righis, but shall alsoshare in the benefits of of- 
ficial patronage.

PirtspurG, November 20.—A special to the 
Post from Charlestown, W. Va., says: Infor- 
mation received here from Il'erryyille, Mc-

in the extreme southwestern counties of Vir- 
ginia and the adjoining territory of Kentucky. 
Making every allowance for exaggeration, the 
loss of lile has been appalling, while the 
condition of the | survivors s terrible 
in the extreme. No rain has fallen in 
Cumberland mountains, in which the-infected 
district situated, for four months—the 
drought entailing not only almost total failure 
of crops, but cutting off the supply of 
wate: ve a wide area, Difficulty 
wes rienced in obtaining water 
for stock as early as the iniddle 
of August in some localities, but no actual 
suflering occurred among the inhabitants un- 
tilabout the end of September, when the or- 
dinary sources of suppiy having, for the most 
part failed, the mountaineers - were com- 
pelled, in order to sustain life, to 
obtain water for household purposes from 
what were known as ‘“poison’’ (mineral) 
springs, in mountains, or from the email 
amount remaining in the deep holes in the 
beds of the creeks. The persistent use of the 
water soon developed a peculias disease, as 
deadiy as asiatic*cholera in its nature, which 
has since raged with terrible fatality 
over half «dozen counties in Virginia, West 
Virginia and Kentucky. The loss of life thus 
fer being variously estimated ar from 400 to 
800. Among the clildren and adults wel! up 
in years, the mortality has been greatest, but 
no ciass has been exempt.

Doubtless some of the 
signers have been misinformed on the subject by 
‘whispering tongues that poison truth,’’ and felt 
agrieved. 

You further state: ‘It is intimated that the sub- 
ject will be investigated by the legislature, and it 
is possible that some disclosures will be mace.” 

On the ‘“‘intimation,’’ we now request a most 
rigid investigation of all these capitol matters, 
that the truth may be made manifest. We consider 
this dune to the people of Georgia, who are deeply 
concerned in pure methods oj legislation. 

The light of truth may be obscured butjcannot 
be extinguished: it will burst through the darkness 
that hides 1t from view; with arenewed splendor, 
like the full-orbed sun that rises up from the shad- 
ows of night.

Colonel] Reuben Arnold Entertains a Largs and En- 
thusiestic 4udience—He arraigns the Citizens’ 
Tieket, Charging Them With Corrup- 
tien and Crime-What He Says. 

Yesterday afternoon the streets were fooded 
with smal] handbille, announcing that Colo- 
nel Reuben Arnold, one of the candidates for 
mayor, would address the people’s party at the 
courthouse that evening 

Soon after the handbill began to 
a band paraded the streets, 
band was a transparency. On the transpa- 
rency was: ‘‘Come and hear Colonel Arnold.” 
“Labor and Business have united.” “Schools 
for all the children.” “No midnight caucus 
shall dictate.” Colonel Arnold has a fine rep- 
utation as a speaker, and last night the eourt- 
house contained a large audience to hear him 
in his first address in the present campaign. 
The audience was composed largely of laboring 
men, but the merchant, the lawyer, the phy- 
sician and the banker was present. There was 
also a large delegation of colored people. 

Mr. Robert Hill introduced the orator of the 
évening in brief and appropriate language, 
and ashe retired-and Colonel Arnold came 
forward the audience set up a big yell. 

Colonel Arnold drew from his pocket a bun- 
dle of papers and began his address by saying 
that what he would say would be said with- 
out prejudice, and that he would make no 
charges against any one. ‘Several weeks 
ago,’ said the colonel, “‘a body of citizens as- 
sembled in this building. They assumed to 
represent the city of Atlanta, and came 
here for the purpose of selecting a ti 
the people for the people. 1 was not present 
hecause | did not want to be present, think- 
in¢ that my interest would be abundantly 
protected wherever citizens met.

He then reviewed that committees work, hold- 
ing in conclusion that the committee had 
wholly ignored the working men when the 
ticket was nadeup. “They did not even give 
him one place on the ticket,” said the

fair thing by all classes of citizens.”” He then

‘Like the knownothing party,’ said the colo- 
uel, ‘‘the committee labored ino secrecy, but 
when the baby, or rather the seven babies, 
were born, behold, they all had gold spoons in 
their mouths. Isthisfair? Why did they not 
ut aworkingman on that ticket.
